Examiner agreed that either proposed way of overcoming the lack of antecedent basis for claims 2-4, 8-10 and 14-16 
should be acceptable. 

Examiner and attorney discussed the 101 rejections. Amending to indicate that the medium is tangible (or alternatively 
volatile or non-volatile as opposed to transmission media, as discussed in the applicant's specification) would appear to 
overcome the 101 rejection, pending further review by the examiner's supervisor.
